Reverend  Andy  J.  Bales  is  the  CEO  of  Union  Rescue  Mission  located  in  Skid  Row,  serving 
the  most  desperate  members  of  the  L.A.  community.  He  first  joined  the  staff  in  2005, 
addressing  the  need  for  transitional  housing  &  permanent  supportive  housing  through  URM's 
Hope  Garden  Family  Center.  The  center  serves  abandoned  and  destitute  women  with 
children  and  elderly  women. 

Brandon  Beck  is  the  Co-Founder,  Chairman  &  CEO  of  Riot  Games.  As  lifelong  gamers, 
Brandon  and  his  co-founder  Marc  Merrill  founded  the  company  in  2006  with  a  vision  to  make 
a  different  kind  of  company  -  one  focused  on  changing  the  way  video  games  are  developed, 
delivered,  and  supported  for  players.  Riot's  mission  is  to  be  the  most  player-focused 
company  in  the  world. 

The  Los  Angeles  Air  Force  Base  employs  5,000  employees  nationwide,  boasting  a  budget 
of  $6  billion  annually  and  providing  jobs  to  the  local  economy.  Decorated  Lieutenant 
General  Samuel  A.  Greaves  (Commander,  Space  and  Missile  Systems  Center,  Air  Force
